(b) nucleic acid sequences present within the protein envelope, each of 
the nucleic acid sequences comprising a sequence encoding a virus-specific 
packaging signal and a sequence encoding a structural gene, wherein the cell 
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permeability-mediating peptide comprises the amino acid sequence set forth in 
SEQ ID NO:20. 

27. (Currently Amended) The particle of claim 26[[19]], wherein the 
heterologous cell-specific binding site is RGD.

(a) a protein envelope with a fusion protein, the fusion protein 
comprising a virus protein, a cell permeability-mediating peptide, and a 
heterologous cell-specific binding site; and
